Beſides other frequent and fatal Diſ- 
eaſes to which this uſeful claſs of peo- 
ple are liable, it has for its object the 
cure

cute of FE VERS, which, next to the 
maladies peculiar to the Infant State, 
commit the greateſt havock amongſt 
the human ſpecies. 2 


THis CHARITY alſo extends its be- 
neficence to the Diſeaſes of Children, 
viz. the Small Pox, Meaſles, and many 
other Complaints, which from impro- 
per treatment, or neglect, generally 


either prove fatal, or render the miſe- 


rable Sufferers uſeleſs to their families 
and burthenſome to ſociety. When, 
therefore, it is conſidered, that no Eſ- 


tabliſnment hitherto ſubſiſting in this 


populous and commercial Town, has 


offered relief in theſe prevalent and 


dangerous Diſeaſes, the utility of this 


inſtitution becomes obvious. 


It is a melancholy reflection, that 
at leaſt one-third of Mankind, in this

and it is equally to be regretted, chat 
incredible numbers of the induſtrious 
Poor are carried off by Diſeaſes, which 
might have been cured * me- 
dical aſſiſtance. 


It was with a view to remedy theſe 
_ evils, and to afford every poſſible re- 
lief to ſo uſeful a part of the Commu- 
nity, that ſeveral Gentlemen inſtituted 
the NEwcasTLE DISPENSARY, and 
opened it for the admiſſion of Patients 
in October, 1777. 


The Ins TiITUTORSs flatter: them 


ſelves, that their Undertaking is of. 
ſuch Extent and Importance, as to be 
ranked amongſt the moſt uſeful Eſtab- 
liſhments. They rejoice in the en- 
couragement it has already met with 
from the Corporation of Newcallie,

and they do not doubt, when the 
utility of the inſtitution is ſufficiently

E HE limits which the Gover- 

nors have thought proper, at 
preſent, to fix for the viſiting of pa- 
tients at their own habitations, are 
Shields-Road-Bridge to the eaſtward, 
and the utmoſt extent of the town, 
to the Weſt, North, and South, That 
proper objects reſiding in Gateſhead, 


may be admitted to the benefits of

the Diſpenſary, the Governors have 
agreed that it ſhall become a diſtrict 
for medical practice, as ſoon as a ſuf- 
cient ſum is ſubſcribed. 


IL. As the principal expence attend- 
ing this inſtitution will be in the ar- 
ticle of medicine, the ſtricteſt œcono- 

my, conſiſtent with the welfare of the 


patients, will be obſer ved in the choice 
and uſe of the drugs. 


III. As the cure of diſeaſes depends 

N much on proper diet, ſome neceſſary 
articles of this ſort will be allowed by 
the Charity, when the patients them- 


ſelves are not in circumſtances to pro- 
vide them. 


IV. The preſent objects of this Diſ- 
penſary are to be ſuch poor inhabitants 
of Newcaſtle, as cannot receive proper

relief from the Newcaſtle Infirmary ; 
either becauſe the nature of their diſ- 
caſes is ſuch, as renders them unfit to 
be taken into the houſe, or makes it 
unſafe for them to wait till the day 
of admiſſion, 


V. Domeſtic ſervants are not to be 
viſited at the houſes of their Maſters, 
or Miſtreſſes, as that might be deemed 
an encroachment on the province of. 
the Family Phyſician and Surgeon. 


VI. The town is to be divided 
into five diſtricts, and one allotted to 
each Phyſician, who will take care 
of the Diſpenſary-Patients gratis; and 
when he is prevented from attend- 
ing, he will procure one of his col- 
leagues. The Phyſicians are to change 
their diſtricts every three months ſuc- 
ceſſiwely.

VII. As medical caſes very frequent- 
ly require chirurgical aſſiſtance, a Sur- 
geon will attend on theſe occaſions. 


VIII. An Apothecary will reſide at 
the Diſpenſary, to receive the letters of

recommendation, and tranſmit them 
to the Phyſicians; to keep a regiſter of 
the names, ages, abodes, and diſeaſes 
of the patients, with the name of the 
recommender, and attending Phyſician, 
the date of the application, and the 
event of the diſeaſe. He will alſo 
keep a diſtinct account of all the re- 
ceipts and expences of the Diſpenſary.

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IX. The Apothecary is not to be 
allowed to practiſe out of the Diſpen- 
ſary, neither is he to preſcribe for the 
patients, nor deliver out medicines, 
unleſs by the direction of the Phy- 
ſicians.

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X. Each patient is to be admitted 
by a printed letter of recommendation, 


hgned by a Subſcriber and addreſſed to 
the Apothecary. 


XI. Letters of recommendation are 
to be ſent before twelve o'clock of 
the day ; otherwiſe they will not be 
complied with till the next day, unleſs 
the critical ſituation of the patient be 
repreſented as abſolutely requiring 
ſpeedier attendance. 


XII. The Right Worſhipful the 
Mayor, or any of the Aldermen, are 
to recommend for the Corporation ; 
and the Maſters, Wardens, Stewards 


of Companies, &c. for their reſpective 


Societies. 


-  XIIL. If the Phyſician upon firſt vi- 
fiting any ſick perſon, find him proper 
to 
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to be made a patient of the Infiemary, 


he will be underſtood to diſcharge 


his duty, in acquainting the patient 
and recommender with it; that the 
benefits of the Infirmary may not be 
abridged, and the two charities may 
not interfere with each other. The
